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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . If applicant desires to claim the benefit of a prior-filed application under 35 U.S.C. 
120, a specific reference to the prior-filed application in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .78(a) 
must be included in the first sentence(s) of the specification following the title or in an 
application data sheet. For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121 or 365(c), the 
reference must include the relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in- 
part) of the applications. 

If the instant application is a utility or plant application filed under 35 U.S.C. 
1 1 1 (a) on or after November 29, 2000, the specific reference must be submitted during 
the pendency of the application and within the later of four months from the actual filing 
date of the application or sixteen months from the filing date of the prior application. If

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

6. Claim 6 uses the statement "on the one hand" in line 9 that makes the claim 
indefinite. The examiner is unable to understand the limitations of the claim. 

7. Claim 6 uses the statement "on the other hand" in line 10 that makes the claim 
indefinite. The examiner is unable to understand the limitations of the claim. 

Claim Objections 

8. Claim 6 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 6 is directed towards 
a tool for use in combination with the implant stated in claim 1 and does not further limit 
the implant. The claim will be treated as an independent claim for examination 
purposes. . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

10. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Metz- 
Stavenhagen (European Patent 672388A1). 

Metz-Stavenhagen discloses an implant comprising a bone anchoring device 
(12a) topped by a fixing head (14a). The fixing head comprises two lateral branches 
forming an open U-shape. Metz-Stavenhagen also discloses an implant wherein the 
fixing head comprises two grooves (17 and 19) opposite from each other on the inner 
walls of the branches forming the U-shaped opening. With regard the statement of 
intended use and other functional statements, they do not impose any structural 
limitations on the claims distinguishable over Metz-Stavenhagen which is capable of 
being used as claimed if one so desires to do so. In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 
1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). Furthermore, the law of 
anticipation does not require that the reference "teach" what the subject patent teaches, 
but rather it is only necessary that the claims under attack "read on" something in the 
reference. Kalman v. Kimberly Clark Corp., 218 USPQ 781 (CCPA 1983). Furthermore, 
the manner in which a device is intended to be employed does not differentiate the 
claimed apparatus from prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. 
Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987). 
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1 1 . Claim 6, as understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Jackson (U.S. Patent 5,941,885). 

Jackson discloses a tool comprising a cylindrical sleeve (61) comprising a female 
hexagonal end piece (67). One end of the hexagonal end piece is capable of 
cooperating with a tightening nut and a bore (71) extends from the other end. With 
regard the statement of intended use and other functional statements, they do not 
impose any structural limitations on the claims distinguishable over Jackson which is 
capable of being used as claimed if one so desires to do so. In re Casey, 152 USPQ 
235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). Furthermore, the 
law of anticipation does not require that the reference "teach" what the subject patent 
teaches, but rather it is only necessary that the claims under attack "read on" something 
in the reference. Kalman v. Kimberly Clark Corp., 218 USPQ 781 (CCPA 1983). 
Furthermore, the manner in which a device is intended to be employed does not 
differentiate the claimed apparatus from prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed 
structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987).
